Committee-of-the-Whole 
Okays Metro Sector Plan

, Scott, Thomas Hendershot and 
Marvin Wilson. Absent were Jim 
Estep and Peter Shapiro.

tion 13 (CR-13), introduced on 
April 24, 2001. Apparently, by 
calling for a vote on the amend- 
ments, two of which had been 
revised earlier in the meeting, 
procedures were followed for 
county council’s staff to prepare 
the required resolution that would 
allow the plan to come officially 
before the county council on 
Tuesday, October 16 for introduc- 
tion and adoption of the Sector 
Plan and SMA with amendments. 

The county council’s blessing 
of the Sector Plan/SMA with 
amendments was not shared by 
the City of Greenbelt. The 
Greenbelt City Council and oth- 
ers had objected vigorously to 
three amendments proposed in 
CR-13 on the basis that they con-

Legal Action 
On Metro Plan

Still pondering whether to take 
legal action in the Greenbelt sta- 
tion matter, the Greenbelt City 
Council met in an open meeting 
with the city’s attorney on Mon- 
day, October 1. Councilmember 
Thomas White requested that 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi and 
Celia Craze, director of the De- 
partment of Planning and Com- 
munity Development draw up a 
memo outlining the points that 
would be made if the city took 
the matter to court. The council 
will meet in executive session 
(closed to public and press) to go 
over these points and the prob- 
able costs of such a course of ac- 
tion on Wednesday, Oct. 17. 

Greenbelt Station is a develop- 
ment proposal that would be built 
near the Greenbelt Metro station. 
The city council and staff have 
been interested in its ongoing 
process, concerned with the im- 
pact on the environment and local 
traffic and the encouragement of 
transportation by automobile. 

Recently the conceptual plans 
and preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion of the Greenbelt Station 
were approved by the county 
council. The city council is pon- 
dering challenging these decisions 
in court. Responding to a ques- 
tion by White, Manzi stated that 
similar type cases have been suc- 
cessfully appealed. White asked 
if the position could be that the 
requirements of CB-47 were ig- 
nored. Yes, replied Craze, as were 
the requirements of subdivision.

Maryland state law prohibits public leg- 


islative bodies from holding meetings at which the public is 
not permitted to be present, but makes exception for certain 


kinds of meetings. © 


The reason for such a meeting must be 


stated at a public meeting before the legislative body goes into — 
executive session. The law provides a series of reasons for 
which executive sessions can be held. One of the reasons is 
pretty broad and permits meetings of legislative bodies with — 
their legal counsel. During the past year, the Greenbelt City 
Council held fifteen executive sessions according to city staff. 
While it recognized the necessity for the city council to hold 
executive sessions for valid reasons, the News Review, on 
three occasions during the past year, criticized the city coun- 
cil for meeting and making decisions in executive session on 
matters which the paper felt should have been discussed in 


public.

A Letter to Gas ES

Shortly after we moved here 


this spring, I had the chance to 
read Cathy Knepper’s new history 
of Greenbelt. What most struck 
me is how Greenbelt’s quality of 
life and its commitment to main- 
taining a strong community came 
about because of volunteers who 
worked together, debated the is- 
sues, and achieved their goals. 
This wasn’t always an easy 
path. For the News Review— 
which Knepper called “crucial” to 
sustaining Greenbelt’s traditions— 
it became a Herculean struggle in 
the 1960s, when a developer sued 
the paper for libel. One of the 
key issues was whether it was li- 
belous for a News Review re- 
porter at a public meeting to 
quote a resident who had used 
the term “blackmail” in reacting 
to the developer’s actions. The 
case ended up in the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, and ended in vic- 
tory for the News Review—and 
for the First Amendment. The 
leaders of the News Review had 
the courage and the endurance to 
undertake an arduous path, 
backed by residents who donated 
to help defray legal expenses. 
Reading Knepper’s account, I 
was amazed that a small commu- 
nity paper could have such a sig- 
nificant impact on the national 
scene—and at the depth of com- 
mitment the action represented. | 
was amazed again when I first 
walked into the newspaper’s of- 
fice at the Community Center, 
where more than a dozen people 
were working around a large 
table, and at computers and a 
scanner, and learned that the pro- 


cess unfolds over four days each 
week, sometimes until the wee 
hours—all with volunteers. This 
committed team ensures that the 
local news, letters to the editor 
on hot topics, and information 
about local events and services 
reach you each week. 

To keep this newspaper alive 
and its staff sane, new people are 
needed. One of the advantages of 
a small paper is that, no matter 
who you are or what you like to 
do, there’s likely a place for 
someone with your interests and 
skills. Knowing no one, I came 
to help type copy, and have since 
written a few stories and taken 
some pictures. It’s been fun, and 
a great way to learn more about 
the community and meet some 
wonderful people. 

Are you good with people, 
and do you have some daytime 
hours free? Consider being 
trained to sell ads to help the pa- 
per meet its rising production 
costs. If you have experience in 
accounting your skills are sorely 
needed. Or if you are, or if you 
know, a student or adult who is 
knowledgeable about computers, 
scanners, computer networking or 
web site development and would 
be willing to volunteer, don’t 
even finish reading this issue— 
call now!

to the Indo-European Group of 
languages — a very large group 
including the classical languages 
of Italy and Greece.

projects and others. 

Edward Putens spoke for the 
other incumbent councilmembers 
when he, as the first respondent 
to the question, said “Absolutely 
yes, I don’t want to wait to get 
these projects done.” Putens held 
up a printed brochure that he said 
the city was issuing to explain 
the bond issue. The council in- 
tends to allocate $2 million for 
expansion of the city public 
works facility next to Attick Park 
on Crescent Road; $750,000 to 
go towards the cost of a $1.5 
million addition to the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center; $250,000 
for improvements te the 
Greenbelt Theatre if the city suc- 
ceeds in buying it; and $500,000 
for pedestrian, bicycle, traffic 
safety and playground improve- 
ments in Greenbelt East, includ- 
ing improvements to Hanover 
Parkway as determined by a 
study now underway. 

Challengers ‘Sylvia Lewis and 
Kelby Brick, while giving their 
support, were somewhat critical 
of the council. Lewis wished 
there was a “little more specific- 
ity in the spending list.” Brick 
advocated the need for a plan, a 
long term vision to go along with 
the money. While supporting 
taxes, he noted that they have 
been increased each of the past 
seven years and asked what if 
there is a downturn in the city’s 
economy. The plan needs to pro- 
tect city services and surplus 
funds. 

Davis contended that the city 
has a plan, but it is a flexible one 
and keeps changing. She, too, 
felt the city could not wait four 
more years for some of these 
projects. She particularly noted 
the need to provide for a com- 
puter lab as part of the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center addition 
to help the children in that sec- 
tion of the city and felt that it 
was important to have funds 
available for traffic calming im- 
provements in Greenbelt East, not 
just “piddling things.” Thomas 
White said that he had pushed 
the council to get everything 
done that needed to be done to 
get the bond proposal on the bal- 
lot and to get funds for Greenbelt 
East projects. Alan Turnbull also 
justified each of the projects pro- 
posed. Although the Greenbelt 
East projects were not defined, 
they will be outlined by the

Vision for Greenbelt 

The candidates were asked 
about their vision for the city. 
Davis, answering first, said that 
her vision was similar to that 


first built. Her vision is people- 
oriented with for the. 


people.- She wants Gréenbelt Sta- 
tion to become more_transit 

ented and for Hanover Parkway 
to be safe for pedestrians and bi- 

White spoke of opportunities 
and challenges, citing a State 
Highway Administration Neigh- 
borhood Conservation Program 
for Greenbelt Road and the 
Hanover Parkway study as impor- 
tant opportunities for the city to 
improve pedestrian safety. Devel- 
opment at the Greenbelt Metro 
Station posed the most significant 
challenge to the city with the 
proposed master plan _ for 
Goddard Space Flight Center be- 
ing another challenge. 

Turnbull’s vision was to have 
others see the city that he sees, 
one of beauty and trees. To 
many others, their impression of 
Greenbelt is of a Beltway Plaza 















parking lot. He wants people 
who read the real estate section 
of the newspaper to share his vi- 
sion of Greenbelt. 

Putens said that he wanted to 
keep the city’s environment safe, 
its children safe, and to protect 
its quality of life. The city has 
to make the right decisions and 
not go backwards. 

“My vision is to never forget 
the basic things that everyone re- 
ally wants in a community,” Rob- 
erts responded. He advocated 
protecting the city’s neighbor- 
hoods, maintaining city services 
and protecting the city’s environ- 
ment to make Greenbelt a good 
piace for kids to play. 

To Lewis, the biggest chal- 
lenge the city will ever face is 
the development at the Metro sta- 
tion. She advocated unifying the 
three sectors of the city before 
the development comes into place 
so that Greenbelt would not be- 
come the “Nightmare of Tyson’s 
Comer.” 

Brick said that it was easy to 
have a vision for Greenbelt. The 
need, however, was to do some- 
thing about it and to have those 
who make decisions for Green- 
belt, such as the county council, 
NASA, developers and the school 
board, share that vision. 

Tax Credit? 

The next question posed by 
Goldberg related to unequal treat- 
ment for Greenbelt East. He 
cited leaf collection, playground 
maintenance. and the cost of pro- 
viding private policing in parts of 
Greenbriar as examples. Can we 
get a tax credit, he asked? 

Turnbull had the first opportu- 
nity to respond. He said 
Greenbelt East would grow into 
the need for the city to pick up 
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leaves. He felt that the city 
could do more for maintaining 
playgrounds there. He noted that 
he was opposed to the city main- 
taining driveway aprons, some- 
thing that would benefit the 
single-family homes. Putens said 
he was opposed to tax differen- 
tials for sectors of the commu- 
nity. He felt that that would be 
divisive. He said that throughout 
the city there were communities 
with different needs. 

Roberts said that when he was 
first elected that he advocated the 
need for equal distribution of city 
services and tax dollars. He con- 
tinues to push for the issue. 

A distinction was made by 
Lewis who said she didn’t favor 
equal distribution of services but 
rather equitable distribution. She 
favors the city maintaining all 
playgrounds. As to policing, she 
expressed concer that the safety 
she felt walking in old Greenbelt 
at night is not the case in some 
other parts of the city. 

Agreeing with Lewis, Brick 
also called for equitable services. 
He said that the leaders need to 
get out of parochialism and serve 
the needs of all the community. 
Davis said that the people are not 
always aware of the services 
available. The city needs to be 
fair in those services. She agreed 
that playground services are not 
equitable. 

White was the only one to ad- 
dress the police service issue. He 
said that he previously had, and 
continues, to support Greenbriar 
in providing a supplemental po- 
lice service 

Maglev Train 

Doug Love posed the first au- 
dience question. He reported ar- 
ticles about maglev (a train that 


glides over tracks at high speeds 
due to magnetic levity) coming to 
the state, “some say right down 
the Parkway.” The candidates, 
while saying that they needed to 
know more about the proposal, 
were skeptical. Davis said she 
thought it was a good idea until 
she realized it would disrupt ex- 
isting communities and not stop 
at them. White didn’t think the 
Baltimore- Washington corridor 
was suited for it, preferring that it 
run between Los Angeles and Las 
Vegas. Turnbull called it a mil- 
lion dollar solution to a thousand 
dollar problem. He advocated 
expanding Metroliner service i- 
stead. Putens and Lewis also 
said no to the idea. Roberts said 
that he would be for it if it re- 
duced traffic and did not take 
trees in the median of the Park- 
way. Brick said he needed more 
information, as there was a need 
to get more cars off the road. 
Ikea 

Gordon Pickering asked the 
candidates’ what’ they thought 
about the furniture store, Ikea, 
building on a site in College Park 
next to the Beltway. Putens 
wished it would have located in 
Beltway Plaza. Davis said that 
each community had its own idea 
of what’s good and bad and its 
own needs and that College Park 
wants this business. White noted 
that it would be the second shop- 
ping center at that intersection of 
the Beltway with US | and that 
the interchange is a candidate to 
become a “malfunction junction.” 
He criticized the county for not 
realizing that US 1 can’t take 
much more traffic. “They never 
see a development that they don’t 
like,” he said. Because it is to 
be located outside of Greenbelt, 
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the city couldn’t comment on it, 
Turnbull responded, but he did 
see good in it in that it would 
generate traffic during non-rush 
hours and will enable thousands 
of students who furnish their 
dorm rooms with furniture from 
Ikea from having to travel to Vir- 
ginia or White Marsh where 
stores are now located. 
Bike Lanes 

George Schroeder, who immi- 
grated from Holland 35 years 
ago, asked the last question. He 
noted the many ways in which 
Holland accommodated bicycles 
and asked what can the city 
council do-to be able to get 
rights-of-way for bicycle lanes 
along city streets. Roberts noted 
his advocacy for bicycle facilities 
and that Greenbelt had the first 
bicycle lanes in the state on city 
streets. Putens said because of 
Greenbelt’s advocacy, the state 
now requires highway planners to 
give consideration to bike lanes. 
He is proud of Greenbelt’s in- 
volvement and __ initiation. 
Turnbull sarcastically thanked the 
city staff for getting him involved 
in city government by resisting 
his proposals as president of the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition to 
build bicycle lanes on city streets 
to the Metro station. White 
noted that both the Hanover Park- 
way study and the neighborhood 
conservation study for Greenbelt 
Road will consider bicycle lanes. 
Davis said that Greenbelt will 
shortly have available a bicycle 
trail map showing where the bi- 
cycle routes are located. Brick 
supported building bicycle lanes 
and Lewis advocated the need for 
a grants writer to seek out the 
funds available for such projects.

Eleven involved discus- 
sion of Tawsiits~or Consultations ~ 
with the “city” attorneys nite” in-~ 
volved property acquisition (most 
for the Greenbelt Theatre);, only 
three dealt with personnel mat- 
ters. The public interest dictates 
that some things be discussed in 
executive session.

The fact that the News Review 
staff, or certain individuals 
thereon, criticized the mayor for 
holding executive sessions, does 
not in itself prove anything.

At executive sessions, informa- 
tion is given and discussed; direc- 
tion is offered by the council to 
the city manager and legal coun- 
sel. Worksessions are held for 
public input. Most importantly, 
council must make all official 
decisions at an open council meeting. 

In order to do business, a 
council must, at times, hold ex- 
ecutive sessions, especially when 
dealing with personnel or law- 
suits. Having fifteen executive 
sessions out of a total of more 
than 90 meetings last year is not 
an inordinate number considering 
proposed property acquisition and 
our major lawsuit against the 
USDA. All those closed meetings, 
except those pertaining to indi- 
vidual employees, were followed 
by open discussion at workses- 
sions and regular council meetings. 

As a council member, it is my 
responsibility to follow the state 
law exactly. Decisions necessi- 
tated by executive sessions will 
continue to be made at regular 
council meetings, after being 
properly announced as agenda 
items. Misuse of closed meetings 
will not occur as long as I re- 
main on council.

flicted with the recommendations 
of the Sector Plan/SMA and 
would undermine the intent of 
the plan and the Development 
District Overlay Zone (DDOZ) as 
well as of the Development Dis- 
trict Standards (DDS), the plan- 
ning tools intended to guide 
growth in the sector plan area. 
Amendment | originally stipu- 
lated that “Regardless of its 
date,” a conceptual site plan, pre- 
liminary plan of subdivision and 
detailed site plan filed with the 
planning board in accordance 
with county council legislation 
for a Metro Planned Community, 
CB-47-2000, “is not subject to 


the Development District Stan- 


dards in the Sector Plan and Sec- 
tional Map Amendment.” 

In her September 21 memo- 
randum to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, Terri Hruby, com- 
munity planner, explained that at 


the September 19 meeting, . |, 


Amendment | was revised “so 
that Conceptual Site Plans, Pre- 
liminary Plans of Subdivision and 
associated Detailed Site Plans 
filed” in accordance with CB-47- 
2000, but filed “after the approval 
of the Sector Plan/SMA, are sub- 
ject to the Development District 
Standards.” She noted that the 
unanimously revised amendment 
“will still allow all Detailed Site 
Plans associated with the 
Metroland project to proceed 
without being subject to the De- 
velopment District Standards” 
since Metroland’s conceptual site 
and preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion had already been approved. 

Hruby also noted that a sec- 
ond amendment dealing with re- 
taining the existing zone of 
Springhill Lake (SHL) was also 
revised. Language was added re- 
quiring that the existing density 
of SHL should be retained. 

The city had also objected un- 
successfully to an amendment 
that passed unanimously on Sep- 


tember 19 that allows Beltway 
Plaza to make major additions 
(less than or equal to about 
150,000 square feet) without hay- 
ing to seek site plan approval. In 
an April 6 memorandum Hruby 
said, “Staff believes the amend- 
ment undermines the intent of the 
DDOZ and takes away the one 
mechanism that was available to 
ensure that the future develop- 
ment/redevelopment of Beltway 
Plaza conforms to the Sector Plan 
development guidelines.” 


GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


The county council approved 
another amendment opposed by 
Greenbelt. It provides for a 
maximum height of 25 feet for 
freestanding monument signs 
within the Beltway Plaza/ 
Greenbelt Road Corridor. The 
proposed district standards in the 
sector plan for this corridor re- 
stricts freestanding monument 
signs to a maximum height of 15 
feet along Greenbelt Road and 10 
feet elsewhere along the commer- 
cial corridor. Greenbelt’s goal 
has been a six foot height mini- 
mum for all freestanding signs 


within the city. 

The Greenbelt Metro Area 
Sector Plan area is bordered by 
Rhode Island Avenue on the 
west, Sunnyside Avenue and 
Edmonston Road on the north, 
Kenilworth Avenue on the east 
and Greenbelt Road on the south.

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Metro Incident Raises Questions 


An unidentified man who 
did not pay his fare was ar- 
rested for disorderly conduct 
a little after 11:30 a.m. Tues- 
day, October 9 at the South- 
ern Avenue Metro station as 
he pushed his way onto the 
Green Line train.
